On Thrift 
“Eat it up, wear it out, make it 
do.” 
This 
pithy 
Vermont adage 
might well become the slogan in all 
our homes today. For, to keep pace 
with the current national economy 
planned to meet the cost of our war 
effort, every patriotic American must 
live with a degree of thrift new to 
most of us ’til now. 
Thrift is something we Americans 
have not practiced much of late. P a r ­ 
ticularly during the intra-w ar period 
of the twenties and 
the 
ti kilties 
ha ve we lived at a lush and lavish 
pace. 
Even when, individually, we 
na ve not been flush, w e have still 
picked up the prodigal point of view 
characteristic of the times. 
B ut in spite of this, we Americans 
have a solid heritage of thrift to fall 
back upon for guidance and support. 
Fo r most of us are just one genera­ 
tion removed, if even that, from the 
sturdy simplicities on which our 
families were all founded. 
Take your own case, for instance. 
Remember how your big sister’s 
clothes were handed down to you, 
to wear carefully until you had out­ 
grown them, then passed on to the 
next in l i n e . . . How your mother 
cleared leftovers from the dinner 
table and made them into h a s h . . . 
How you took off your good dress 
right after school and donned a pina­ 
fore to save your clothes. . . How 
yo u were given a small allowance 
every week and expected to portion 
it with care—so much for Sunday 
School—so 
much 
for 
savings—so 
m uch for a bag of penny candy or 
whatever pleasures were permitted 
then. 
We lived simply in those days and 
for a purpose: to educate our chil­ 
dren, to support ou r schools and 
churches, to build up respected posi­ 
tions as citizens of worth. Most of 
us stem from that tradition; we have 
only swerved a little from the path. 
And so, this new economy will he 
no hardship, but only a return to 
things we still know well. 
Since this new economy will af­ 
fect every phase of living, naturally 
the am ount of money spent for the 
food we serve our families will come 
in for a cut. 
Now this does not 
mean that we should stint on the 
quality or the nutritional value of 
our meals. On the contrary, both of 
these m ust be m aintained on as high 
a level as they ever were 
But it 
dots mean that we must plan our 
meals intelligently, shop carefully, 
and cook v.ltl greater skid and cun­ 
ning than we «.ver have before. 
The re are several wavs in which 
this may be done 
The meat course, 
for instance, on which we spend the 
greater part of the money alloted 
tor a na ..I, may be reduced to a 
modest place in the modern budget 
by careful ouying and canny r 
*':- 
intr tricks. 
Ti re are m a m t h r iv 


cuts of meat, most of us have neg­ 
lected serving much of late, each of 
which, prepared correctly and sea­ 
soned well with condiments and 
sauces, will make as nutritious, as 
fine and flavorful a dish as the so­ 
called choicer cuts. 
Flank steak, 
chuck and brisket, rump roast, heel 
of round, cross cut shanks, hocks, 
and spareribs, salt pork, rolled shoul­ 
der roasts and butts are just a few 
of less well-known cuts that can be 
served with remarkable economy 
and success. For by correct cooking 
and the clever use of seasonings and 
sauces—tomato ketchup, chili sauce, 
Worcestershire, 
horseradish, beef­ 
steak sauce and prepared brown and 
yellow mustard, that enhance meat 
flavors and dress up a dish—all these 
lesser meats will become favorites 
with your family, and contribute to 
your thrift.
